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Notes on Cell Phone Use

The cell phone always emits weak radio waves when power 
is on. 

Use the cell phone in an enjoyable and safe manner without 
forgetting to be considerate of others around you. 

• Use of cell phones is not allowed in some places. 

• Do not use the cell phone while you are driving. Doing 
so is both dangerous and prohibited by law. 

• Using a cell phone in an aircraft is prohibited by law. 

Be sure to turn the cell phone off. 

• Radio waves from cell phones may interfere with 
medical electrical equipment. 

• Some people close to you in crowded places such 
as packed trains may be using a cardiac pacemaker. 
Turn the cell phone off in such places. 

• Abide by the rules of hospitals and other medical 
institutions where it is forbidden to use or carry cell phones. 

• Be considerate of where you use the cell phone and 
how loudly you talk. 

• Do not make calls in theaters, museums, libraries, and 
other similar places. Turn power off or turn on manner 
mode not to disturb others around you by ring tones. 

• Do not use the cell phone on a street where you might 
interrupt the flow of pedestrians. 

• Move to areas where you will not inconvenience others 
on trains or in hotel lobbies. 

• Refrain from talking in a loud voice. 
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• Obtain the permission of other people before you take 
their photos with the cell phone's camera. 

• Do not record information with the cell phone's camera 
in bookstores and other locations where taking photos 
is not permitted.

Drive Mode 

In Drive Mode, a Japanese message meaning "I'm 
driving now, so I can't answer your call." is played 
when a call is received, and asks the caller to leave a 
message on the answer memo. 

When the standby screen is displayed, press use 
©to select Drive, and then press (•) (Set). 
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When a big scale disaster occurs, you can register 
your safety information from EZweb. The registered 
information can be referred from anywhere in Japan from 
EZweb or Internet. 




When a big scale disaster occurs, from 
an au phone, you can register your 
safety information (i.e. your condition 
and comments) to the 災害用伝言板 
(Disaster Message Board) created on 
the EZweb. 

After registration of your safety 
information, e-mail is sent to your family 
or acquaintances you have previously 
designated to notify that your safety 
information has been uploaded to 
the 災害用伝言板 (Disaster Message 
Board). 

You can inquire for safety information 
of a person by entering his/her phone 
number from EZweb or Internet.*

• To operate in Viewfinder position, press the side keys 

( \^E\ H 圖 )and tap the Touch panel.

•By default, the Touch menu appears when you set the 
cell phone to Viewfinder position. For more information 
about the Touch menu, see "Using the Touch Menu" on

■ Self-portrait Position 

Open the display in Illustration 2 of "Viewfinder Position" 
(illustrated to the left) to set CA001 to Self-portrait position. 
When the cell phone is in Self-portrait position, you can take 
a photo with the lens facing toward yourself. 
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The battery pack is not fully charged at the time of purchase. 
Be sure to charge the battery pack before using the cell 
phone for the first time. 

• An AC adapter is not included. Purchase a common AC 
adapter 01/02 (sold separately). 



4 Connect the common AC adapter 01/02 to the 
CA001. 

• Check the shape of the connector of the common AC 
adapter 01/02 and then plug it straight into the power 
terminal of the CA001.

+ Confirm that the charge indicator lights. 

• Charging: A charge beginning sounds and the charge 
indicator lights.

The condition of CA001 is indicated by the icon on the LED 
display. Also, animation will be shown in situations such as 
receiving a call or mail, when it gets to alarm time, and so 
on. 

Pressing the side key ([^3, [^3，H ㈡ H , CB, 圆 ) 
with the main unit closed displays the time for about five 
seconds. Each time you press the side key, the display 
indicating the condition of CA001 switches in the following 
order.

When the cell phone is in Viewfinder position, you can operate 
CA001 by tapping the screen or by using the side keys. 

• See page 8 for how to set CA001 to Viewfinder 
position. 

■ Operating CA001 by Tapping the Screen 

The screen of CA001 is a Touch panel. When the cell phone 
is in Viewfinder position, you can operate it by tapping the 
screen with your finger. You can operate by displaying and 
tapping the Touch buttons, or by sliding your fingers on the 
screen. 

• Use one finger to tap the Touch panel. You cannot 
operate the cell phone by: 

• Tapping the screen with a finger with a glove on it, 

• Tapping the screen with two or more fingers, 

• Tapping the screen with a fingertip, 

• Tapping the screen with a bail-point pen, a pencil, 
or another sharp object, or 

• Tapping the screen with an object on it. 

• The following may cause a malfunction. 

• Tapping the screen with a wet finger, 

• Tapping the screen with your hand on it, 

• Tapping the screen extremely hard, or 

• Putting a seal on the display. 

• The Touch panel may not react: 

• Immediately after you wipe the display, or 

• Tapping the screen with a protective sheet or peep- 
prevention sheet on it.

The Touch buttons appear when you tap the screen with 
CA001 in Viewfinder position. 

You can select an item or perform 
an operation by tapping the Touch 政 
buttons. 

The Touch buttons on the screen 
will be hidden if you do not tap any 
of the Touch buttons or you do not perform any operation 
on the Touch panel for about ten seconds. 

You can use the Touch buttons on the 
screen instead of @ and (•). The 
Cursor buttons appear in the area that 
you tap on the screen.

•By default, the cell phone vibrates when you tap the 
Touch panel. 

• After the Touch panel turns on, it takes some time 
before it becomes operatable. If it does not become 
operatable yet, wait a moment. 

• The sensor of the Touch panel turns off about five 
seconds after the screen is off. Tapping the Touch 
panel does not turn it on. Press any of the side keys 
to turn the Touch panel on, and then the Touch panel 
becomes operatable. 

• The Touch panel is not operatable while making or 
receiving a call, or during a call.
